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Madison begins 
projects’ crackdown 


‘Sweep’ results in eight arrests

The Madison Police Depart- 
ment made a ‘“‘sweep’’ of. the 
Garesche-Grenzer public housing 
projects that resulted in eight 
arrests and 10 charges. 

“No one got away,’’ said 
Police Chief Paul Bargiel. ‘‘It 
was a ‘zero tolerance’ situation. 


;Everyone was. arrested and 
everyone was taken to jail.”’ 


‘The sweep — which took place 

Jan. 29.— involved blocking Gar- 
esche-Grenzer exits and: arrest- 
ing non-residents who were 
found outdoors at night. 
--{he charges from the sweep 
included two charges for posses- 
sion of cocaine, two charges for 
possession of cannabis, five tres- 
passing charges and one arrest 
oh an outstanding warrant. 

“This will not.be the last 

Bargiel said. ‘*There 
many more — and not 
just in the housing projects. 

“If there is.a problem area, it 
will be addressed — and 
addressed with zero tolerance.” 

‘Bargiel, who was appointed 








police chief last-month, said a 
program of reg- 
ular sweeps is 
just one of the 
department’s 
planned pro- 
grams designed 
to increase the 
presence of law 
enforcement in 
the community. 
Already, he ~ 
said, the depart- Bargiel 
ment has changed its pattern of 
patrols to deal with problem and 
nuisance areas. 
Petty drug dealers and the 
prostitutes associated with them 
are particularly being targeted, 
he said. 
“No community in the United 
States is winning the war on 
drugs,’”? Bargiel said. ‘‘But we 
can use the laws and city ordi- 
nances available to get them off 
the streets. 
“We can drive them inside, 
and that’s worth something. 
“But the problem of illegal 
drug use is a problem of society 
and I don’t have an answer. I’m 
not sure anybody does, at this 















point.”’ 

To deal with the “crack hous- 
es’” that‘may result from driving 
illegal dealers indoors, Bargiel 
said the police department is 
setting up a cooperative pro- 
gram with area landlords. He 
said that, if the landlords will 
agree to require a background 
check on-prospective renters, the 
police department will agree to 
make the background check. 

“‘In my experience, the major- 
ity of landlords are good peo- 
pie,” Bargiel said. “‘The majori- 
ty don’t want to rent to drug 
dealers. 

“There may be a few who 
don’t care, as long as the rent is 
paid. But if they rent to a bunch 
— and it’s always a bunch — the 
property almos{ always ends up 
trashed,-so- even-those tandlords. 
may come.around (to our 
approach). 

“We want the landlords to 
know they can make a police 
check a requirement for renters 
and we can do the checking. 

“By cooperating, we can elimi- 
nate a lot of problems with drug

Accountability key for city

“ Four or five visitors waited 
outside Mayor Ron Selph’s office 
late one day last month as Selph 
rolled his eyes, unbuttoned the 

. top of his shirt and took yet 
another telephone call. 

The call was to inform the 

wnayor that workers in one of the 
«city’s operating departments had 
filed another in-a long series of 
grievances against the city. This 
fime sanitation department 
employees objected to a private 
firm taking down city Christmas 
decorations that had hung from 
atte poles. 

“The sanitation department 

doesn’t have the equipment to do

it,”’ Selph said. 

In fact, he said, the only 
department in the city capable 
of performing the task is the fire 
department with the use of its 
trucks and extension ladders. 

‘But we can’t tell them to do 
it because it isn’t fire-related 
work,”’ Selph said. 

The example is a minor 
incident but representative of. 
the type of work Selph has been 
doing since taking over the 


office of mayor nine months ago 

‘‘I really wish to have the 
opportunity to take a proactive 
approach to: some of the things 
the city is facing,’’ Selph said. 

‘But sometimes it ‘seems like 
all we have time to do is react, 
react, react.”” 

Part of the problem, according 
to the Melville Strategic 
Management Review of Granite 
City and Granite City Township 
Operations, is the fact that the 
city’s governance structure, with 
four elected department heads 
and no central human resources 
manager, is obsolete. 

While the city is a $15 million 
business employing about 220 
workers — personnel costs 
accounted for 72 percent of the 
total city budget in fiscal year 
1993 — it lacks a professional 
personnel manager to oversee, 
evaluate and report on those 
employees’ performance. 

The report recommends

‘adopting a city manager form of government or hiring an adminis- 
trator to handle the day to day operations of the city, and redefining 
the mayor’s position accordingly. 

‘A full-time administrator — appointed by the mayor with the con- 
sent of the City Council — to administer labor contracts, discuss 
issues and disputes, and develop and encourage labor participation in 
‘team management techniques would eliminate the day-to-day respon- 
sibilities of the: mayor, allowing him to concentrate on ‘“‘the big 
picture”: to develop and recommend policy, oversee departmental 
performance, maintain governmental and community relations and 
promote the city, according to the study. 

“Appointed administrators are more likely to be selected on merit, 
possess greater technical competence and provide greater continuity 
and stability than elected officials,’ the report states 

Selph, while quick to acknowledge that the Melville study ‘‘is just 
one man’s opinion” of how the city operated: “‘under a different 
administration,” agrees that it would be helpful to hire a “chief of 
staff’ to oversee some of the day-to-day business that seems to take 
‘up more and more of his time. 

Democratic societies are based on accountability. Officials who are 
‘elected are responsible for meeting the needs. of the electorate. When 
the responsible elected official fails to get the job done, voters have 
the opportunity to choose a new “boss.”" 

Ideally, a resident who comes to the mayor with a complaint or a 
problem should be able to get results. But under the city’s current 
structure, with four elécted citywide officials, that citizen can often 
be passed from the mayor's office to the street department to the 
‘sanitation department to the engineering office, for example, before 
finding the manager or managers who can address the problem. 

‘Similarly, city operating departments sometimes seem to operate 
almost independently of each other. Supervisors have been know to 
“‘boss-shop’’ between the mayor, aldermen and other officials until 
‘they find the one with the answer they want to hear. 

In fact, the city has no organizational flow chart depicting exactly 
"who is accountable to whom. 

“Several critical functions (planning, personnel, information tech- 
‘nology, and solid waste management, for example) have not been

responsibility are not clearly indicated by organizational charts,” the 
study states. 

The study recommends developing a master citywide organization 
chart depicting reporting relationships and adopting a standard for- 
mat for similar charts within.each operating department. 

- Asked if such organizational charts existed in the city, Selph said 
that he has tried to develop one but abandoned the effort. 

In fact, an attempt to do so is an exercise in futility. While the 
mayor has direct supervision of the city comptroller, for example, 
two other department heads who handle financial matters — the 
treasurer and the city clerk — are ultimately accountable only to the 
voters. oa RR SY Sad 

Similarly, the sity '6 public works director answers to the mayor on 
issues dealing with infrastructure. But the entire ‘street department, 
responsible for streets, sidewalks, curbs, gutters and thé sewer sys- 
tem, is under control-of the elected street superintendent. 

Hiring an administrator and developing lines of accountability — 
including making some elected officials appointed ones and making 
the mayor the man in charge — would give the mayor the final word 
on everything the city does. He could dispatch a street worker, a 
sanitation worker, policeman, firefighter, sewer worker, inspector or 
anyone else necessary to solve a problem. 

At the same time, coordination could eliminate the need for redun- 
dant jobs within the city. 

And making the mayor the boss weuld reduce aldermanic partici- 
pation in day-to-day operations and allow the City Council to concen- 
trate on legislative functions. 

To Selph’s credit, he has attempted to streamline some city depart- 
ments — combining the sanitation and inspection departments for 
example — and has implemented a city complaint systém where 
residents’ needs are written down and then routed to the appropriate 
department head. 

But a quick review: of complaint-records shows that some needs 
reported as long ago as last August — many of them urgent — are 
still awaiting action. 

A prstccsional administrator would also be less likely to take per- 
sonal relationships into account when hiring, evaluating and promot- 
ing or disciplining employees, according to the study. 

"Most of the city’s department heads, middle managers and super- 
visors have been bired or promoted based on such factors as person- 
al relationships, residence and seniority,” the study found. 

It recommends preparation of job descriptions — including skills 
requirements — for all managerial positions. Once that is done, the 
city can evaluate its managers based on performance. 

“The mayor must institute a citywide performance management 
reporting and monitoring system to make city operations more 
accountable,” the study: states. ‘ 

“fm addition, the mayor should require the operating departments 
to institute measurable performance jectives, enforceable work 
standards and timely reporting systems,”’ it states. 

With an identifiable chain’ of command in the city and the hiring of 
an administrator to deal with personnel and other day-to-day mat- 
ters, Granite City government could begin to track its ability to 
respond to the needs of the community and the mayor could aggres- 
sively promote the city and begin to manage the city in a manner 
that addresses problems before they evolve into crises.

Put the mayor in charge 


The 1960s satirical ‘‘Bureaucrat’s Creed”’ advised, ‘“‘When 
in doubt, mumble.” : 

That’s one of the most frustrating things about dealing with 
a bureaucracy. People with valid complaints find themselves 
endlessly shuffled from one apologetic mumbler to another. 
Everyone would love to help, but it’s not their. department. 

It’s happened, and all too often, to people dealing with 
Granite City government. 

Take, for example; a citizen who has a complaint that the 
house next door is failing down, has a yard full of junk andiits 
residents have destroyed the alley by dragging junk cars-in 
and out of their yard. Z 

The city’s sanitation department says it can write up a 
citation for the junk in the yard, but says responsibility for 
the house belongs to the building inspector. The building 
department says it can schedule an inspection, but ‘‘all we 
can do right now is write the owner a letter.’’ The alley, it 
says, belongs to the street department. 

The street department agrees that the alley, needs to be 
fixed. But it won’t fix it if the residents are only going to tear 
it up again; it says the sanitation department must get rid*of 
the junk cars first. 

The nitation department explains it can’t do anything 
about junk cars being moved — that belongs to the police 
department. The police department says it can’t possibly 
respond every time someone is making ruts in an a ley and 
says that is a street department problem. ; 

Obviously, this can go on forever. There are some Granite 
City citizens who will say it already has. 

The only solution is to make everything.in the city 
someone’s job. That someone is the mayor. If every depart- 
ment fell under the mayor, all could be made to cooperate. 
Rather than argue about responsibility for each component 
of a problem, the departments could then be made to work 
together to solve the whole problem.

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Food prices will reflect flood costs.

Food prices this summer will 
begin reflecting the costs of last 
year’s flooding on agriculture.  * 

While meat prices could climb 
as much as 5 to 6 percent from 
1993 levels, overall food inflation 
will, courtesy of the flood, add 
half a point, reaching 3 percent, 
economists say. 


Prices could climb even higher 
if this year’s corn harv-st also 
falls’ victim to the weather. 

“The way I describe it is, 
we're now driving a car without 
shock absorbers,”’ said Donald 
Ratajezak, director of Georgia 
State University’s economic 
forecasting center. ‘If we hit a 
bump, we'll know it.’” 


Ratajezak’s inflation forecasts 
are watched widely by 
government and business. 

Our shock absorbers — the 
huge stocks of surplus corn that 
cushioned Mother Nature’s blows 
in years past — were virtually 
eliminated by the flood and by 
record corn consumption, 
Ratajezak said. 

“What we did in 1993 was take 


- away all our safety valves,” he 
’ said: ‘‘We’re going to have to 


produce everything we consume 
this year.” 

Corn is the central player in 
this drama, because it is central 
to U.S. food production. Of the 
6.8 billion bushels we consumed 
last year, 5.3 billion were fed to

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livestock and poultry, and 1.5 
billion became breakfast cereal, 
starch, sweetener and such 
non-food products as ethanol and 
a sbeoe ant material in some 
isposable diapers.

The flood-damaged corn 
harvest was just 6.4 billion 
bushels, about one-third less 
than 1992’s record of 9.5 billion 
bushels. ‘i 


Last fall’s harvest would have - 


been considered a big crop 15 
years ago, said Glenn Grimes, 
professor emeritus of 
agricultural economics at’ the 
University of Missouri-Columbia. 
But it’s not when consumption 
is on the recorg-setting pace of 
8.5 billion bushels, said Gary 
Benjamin, agricultural 
economist at the Federal ° 
Reserve Bank of Chicago 


Thus, carryover stocks! of corn 
were depleted in 1993. 

And corn prices climbed. The 
price quoted by operators of 
grain elevators in central 
THinois, the standard benchmark, 
peaked at $2.95 a bushel in 
mid-January, slipping to $2.80 
last week. 

That is bad news for livestock 
producers. At $2.80 a bushel, 
corn is 40 percent more 
expensive than a year ago. A 
typical hog will devour 10 


bushels of corn during its five- to 


six-month life before slaughter. 


Each cow devours 40 bushels 
during the 140 days it is on the 
feedlot, Grimes said. 

“Our increased cost of hogs is 
going to be somewhere in the 
-vieinity of 9 percent to 10. 
percent,” Grimes said. 


That translates into a retail 
price increase of 5 percent to 6 
percent. Pork prices already are 
a nickel higher than a year ago, 
due to the cyclical decline in hog 
production, Grimes said. 

Beef prices won't reflect 
higher corn costs until summer 
because ‘‘there’s a lot of beef on 
the hoof,” supply that will hold 
price increases down, Grimes 
said. 


To meet this year’s corn 
demand, the federal government 
has asked farmers to plant as 
much corn as possible. 

“That will kick the corn 
product back up,” said Larry 
Rus, executive director of the 
National Corn Growers 
Association. 


There’s still reason to worry, 
Ratajezak said. Without corn ‘in 
storage, farmers have to have a 
good production year. 

“If we don’t have it, then 
these prices can get quite 
interesting,’’ he said. 

Specifically, to ensure 
adequate supplies for human 
consumption, prices will 
increase until corn is too 
expensive to feed to livestock.

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It’s only February, 


but here are some 


Gardening Activities

hat’s there to do to 
keep busy during 
this time of year? 
Early February 
certainly doesn’t 
appear to offer much. Of 
course you can relax by the 
fireplace, go sledding with 
the kids, take in a Blues game 
or go to a mevic. 


None of the above sugges- 
tions sounds too bad, but if 
you're suffering from a touch 
of cabin fever and are yearn- 
ing for a garden-related acti- 
vity or two, those won't quite 
suffice. But you're in luck! We 
have a few right up your 
alley. Of course, we don't 
expéct anyone to roam 
around the yard when the 
temperature’s hovering 
around thé twenty-dégree 
mark, but chances are good 
we'll have a few days warmer 
than that. And those days can 
be put to good use. 


Perennials partly heaved 
from the ground by frost 
should be gently placed back 
on a warm day and covered 
with extra mulch. By warm, 
we mean something above 
freezing. Rains and thaws 
that form puddles can 
damage plants by freezing 
solidly above their crowns, 
keeping air out. You can 
prevent this kind of damage 
by making miniature ditches 
with a hoe to drain surface 
water away from the plants.

become spindly and 
deformed. 


Tamp down snow around 
the trunks of young trees to 
deter rodents, who like to 
burrow under snow to chew 
bark. 


Now’s a great time to get 
your garden tools ready for 
spring. Light rust from metal 
can be removed with steel 
wool. For more stubborn 
rust, use a chemical rust ’ 
remover. Apply a thin coat of 
oil with a rag and you'll take a 
major step in preventing the 
rust from returning. Wooden 
tool handles can be rubbed 
with floor wax or linseed oil. 


If your home has a work- 
shop or reasonable facsimile 
thereof, winter’s a great time 
to use it. Build some window 
boxes, planters or repair old 
ones. To make them last 
longer, treat the insides of 
wooden planters with a 
preservative. Never use 
creosote, though, it's deadly 
to plants. 


Don’t neglect your indoor 
plants. To keep them evenly 
shaped, occasionally turn 
them in the light. Make sure 
yeu keep them away from 

heat sources and windows 
that heat up considerably 
from the sun. Cacti should be 
kept in a bright, sunny 
window, however.
